QUESTION: We 
hav e w e l l s 
arou nd the basement windows of 
ou r hou se. We nev er had any trou ­ 
ble with them u ntil this y ear. Two 
of them fill u p ev ery time there 
is a heav y rainstorm. In one case, 
the w ater rises so high that it 
seeps throu gh the basement win­ 
dow'. We know there are drainage 
tiles along the bottom of the hou se 
fou ndation. Why are we su ddenly 
hav ing this trou ble and why is it 
occu rring to two wells and not 
the others? 


ANSWER: Since there are drain­ 
age tiles arou nd the fou ndation, 
the wells are filling u p becau se 
the w ater is not seeping throu gh to 
the tiles. The u su al reason for this 
is that the soil at the bottom of 
tile W’ells has become compacted 
ov er the y ears and permits little 
or no w ater to pass throu gh it. 


( You r only solu tion is to dig ou t the 
dirt and replace with abou t two 
inches of grav el, on top of w’hich 
shou ld be placed enou gh sand to 
bring it to the prev iou s dirt lev el. 
It is not necessary to do this to 
all the wells, only the two that 
hav e been filling u p, since the 
same condition may not occu r in 
the other wells for y ears, if at 
all.

The pleasing effect created 
by a brand new paint job on 
y ou r hou se can be spoiled by 
a shabby , weather - beaten 
fence. Painting the fence not 
only will remov e it from the 
ey esore category ; it will pro­ 
long its life by protecting it 
from the elements. 


Each o f the two m ajor ty pes of 
fences, metal and w'ood, requ ires 
a different paint treatm ent. Prob­ 
ably the best and qu ickest way to 
paint a wire fence in with a long- 
napped 
roller which will “ em ­ 
brace" the wire and coat the 
sur­ 
face in a single pass. Rollers also 
speed u p the painting of fences 
made of rou nd iron bars or rods. 
Squ are rods may requ ire bru sh 
treatm ent. 
Metal fences that hav e not been 
prev iou sly painted mu st first be 
giv en a coat of anticorrosiv e metal 
primer. If there is any ru st, it 
shou ld be remov ed with steel wool, 
followed by a bru shing to take 
off the loose dirt. Galv anized wire 
fences requ ire a special prim er 
known as zinc du st-zinc ox ide paint 
or. if that is not av ailable, a zinc 
cromate primer. 
To p 
After the prim er coat has dried 
hard, follow' U'ith a decorativ e top 
coat of ex terior enamel. You can 
match the color of 
the hou se, the 
color of the trim or any contrast­ 
ing color. 
The constru ction of the W'ooden 
fence will determine, to a large 
degree, the best method of appli­ 
cation. If the boards and slats 
tou ch each other, y ou can u se a 
regu lar hou se paint bru sh, a larg­ 
er roller or a spray gu n. If the 
space between the boards or pick­ 
ets is small, a sm aller bru sh or 
roller wall be better. It may be 
possible to coat both edges of ad­ 
jacent sate at the same time with 
a slim roller.

New wooden fencing, as well as 
bare spots on old fences, shou ld 
be giv en an initial coat of hou se 
paint primer.

If y ou hav e some kind of a m a­ 
sonry fence or wall, it requ ires a 
paint that will resist the alkali 
present in cement, concrete and 
mortar. Good serv ice will be giv ­ 
en by ex terior latex masonry or 
h ou s e 
paints,

paints. 
Sellers of new homes say that 
prospectiv e pu rchasers are as in­ 
terested in possible workshop loca­ 
tions as w'hen the do-it-y ou rself 
boom was at its height. 
Probably the best location for a 
home workshop is in the basement. 
Not only is there an almost u nlim­ 
ited amou nt of space av ailable, bu t 
the u su al concrete floor makes a 
stable base for power tool stands. 
This prev ents the floor v ibration 
that inev itably occu rs w’hen large 
pow'er tools are operated on an u p­ 
per floor. It is also possible to en­ 
close a basement room in su ch a 
manner that the amou nt of noise 
w'hich penetrates u pstairs is mini­ 
mized. A prime factor in the isola­ 
tion of su ch noise is the installation 
of acou stical ceiling tiles. Ev en the 
ordinary ceiling tiles absorb a cer­ 


tain amou nt of the sou nd that 
mov es u pward w'hen a machine is 
in operation. 
New Homes 
Thou sands of new homes, how­ 
ev er, hav e no basements. A home 
owner can, in that ev ent, place his 
workshop in a u tility room if there 
is ex tra space; in an attic, if there 
is one; or in the garage, if there is 
one and if it is large enou gh. Pu t­ 
ting the shop in the garage is be­ 
coming increasingly popu lar. Be­ 
cau se it helps to sell a hou se, many 
bu ilders are adding a little more 
room in the garage so that a work­ 
shop will be practical. In some 
areas of the cou ntry , heat in the 
garage is a necessity if the work­ 


shop is to be u sed all y ear ’rou nd. 
Bu t the chances are that most 
garages in those sections wou ld 
be equ ipped with heat, workshop 
or not. Where there are ex ceptions, 
there are many ty pes of space 
heaters, electric and gas, that can 
be u tilized.

W'ould we h av e to use arith metic? 
Th is was one of my th ough ts wh en 
we planned to go to Lorado Taft 
Field Campus. We did us it and I 
found it v ery interesting because 
It was in a different way th an I 
h ad ev er used it before. 
My h andspan (little finger to 
th um b» is sev en inch es long. To 
m easure h ow many inch es th ere 
were around th e stump of a tree 
I would see h ow many times my 
h andspan went around it. If it 
went around sev en times I would 
multiply sev en times sev en to find 
th e total number of inch es around 
th e stump. 
Of course, we used oth er meth ods 
of measuring with our body . An­ 
oth er part of our body we m eas­ 
ured with was from th e tip of th e 
finger on an ex tended arm to our 
ch in, We measured a fence post 
with th is meth od. Th e fence post 
was long enough for one tip to ch in 
m easurement but not for two, and 
th ere was still more to be m eas­ 
ured.
